Washington, Aug 2 (AP) 
Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt said today he was 
"distinctly in favor of a selective 
service training bill and I consider 
it essential to adequate national de­ 
fense.” 
Specifically 
permitting 
d i r e c t 
quotation, the President made the 
statement at a press conference 
after a reporter asked for his opin­ 
ions, 
The reporter said a report 
was going around that Hie Chief 
Executive was "not so hot about 
conscription 
The President replied that it all 
depended on which paper you read. 
He then entered upon a lengthy 
review of the conscription question. 
Wants another Excess Profits Tax 
He also announced that he and 
democratic tax leaders in congress 
were agreed that an excess profits 
tax should be enacted without delay. 
All manufacturers working on de­ 
fense orders know that such legisla­ 
tion was going to be passed, lie said, 
and were proceeding to assemble 
materials 
even 
though 
contracts 
have not yet b<*en signed. 
Tile President said that Chairman i 
Harrison (D.-Miss.) of the senate j 
finance committee hoped to get final

the legislation would clear up the j 
important question of amortization 
which the manufacturers were in­ 
terested in. 
In concluding his long discussion 
of conscription the President per­ 
mitted this direct quotation:

"I arn distinctly in favor of a 
selective service training bill and 
I consider it essential to adequate 
defense.” 
Declaring he had abandoned long 
ago the practice of sending up what 
he called ready-made bills to be

Motor policemen from the Get­ 
tysburg substation investigated 22 
accidents during the month of July, 
according to the report prepared by 
Corp. G. J. Sweeney. This was an 
increase 
of 
two 
accidents 
over 
June. 
There were 112 drivers arrested 
during last month. 
Seventy-six of 
them were convicted; two were dis­ 
charged, and the remaining cases 
are pending. 
Eighty-three of the 
arrests were Pennsylvania drivers 
and the other 49 were residents of 
other states. 
Two cars valued at $545 were re­ 
covered by the local patrolmen dur­ 
ing July and they made seven in­ 
vestigations for the Department of 
Revenue. 
A total of 10,606 cars were stop­ 
ped last month by officers on patrol 
This figure includes the tourists 
who were stopped at the Pennsyl­ 
vania line and were given Infor­ 
mation concerning the traffic laws 
The officers made 271 patrols dur­ 
ing last month and were engaged 
in traffic duty for 1,704*4 hours.

Voluntary Enlistment 
and Year’s Guard 
Duty Gains Favor 


W ashington, Aug. 2 (AP)—Pro­ 
posals to delay congressional action 
on conscription pending a drive for 
voluntary one-year enlistm ents in 
the Army gained new adherents in 
the senate today. 
W ith tile m ilitary committee con­ 
sidering an am endm ent to lim it to 
1,000,000 the num ber of men who 
m ight be drafted under the Burke- 
W adsworth compulsory service bill, 
some members said it was unlikely 
th at any agreem ent could be reached 
until late next week. 
In the meantime, several senators 
were preparing one-year enlistm ent 
am endm ents to existing legislation 
So as to empower the President to 
call the National Guard and Reserve 
officers into active training. 
Democrats and Republicans Oppose 
There were indications th a t the 
idea would have strong support from 
both Democrats and 
Republicans 
who have opposed the Burke-W ads- 
worth measure or who have been 
reluctant to approve a conscription 
plan calling for registration of about 
12,000,000 men from 21 to 30, in ­ 
clusive. 
Senator Ellender (D.-La.) proposed 
th a t the Burke-W adsworth bill be 
amended to provide for a 30-day 
period for receiving voluntary en­ 
listm ents before conscription would 
begin. 


Recollections of Political Campaigns 1840—1844 
My earliest recollections of political excitement and display began 
with the Presidential Campaign in 1840, 
General W. H. Harrison was 
the Whig and M artin Van Buran the Democratic candidate. 
The spirit 
of the campaign ran so high with both parties, th a t unprecedented 
efforts were made to create enthusiasm . 
Not only were m eetings called 
to discuss the questions at issue, but extraordinary displays of banners, 
pole raisings and campaign songs, were resorted to in order to promote 
partisan zeal. 
Our little town caught the general fever of -excitement 
and did its full share in this line. 
The music was furnished with fife 
and drum. 
The emblems adopted by the Whigs, were Log Cabins, Rac­ 
coons, and hard cider. These were designed to illustrate the back-woods 
life of the Hero of Tippacanoe. The emblems of the Democrats were th* 
game cock and hickory tree. 
(Jackson—“Old Hickory ”) 
At one of the political meetings the Whigs appeared with a log cabin 
built on a wagon. 
It had windows and a door in the side and a barrel 
of hard cider fastened behind. The outside was adorned with coon skins 
and a rifle hung on hooks under the eave of the roof. The door opened 
with a latch string which hung on the outside. 
Inside were seats on 
which a number of boys were crowded to sing Harrison songs, and every 
tim e the wagon stopped a m an would draw a jug of cider from the 
spigot and treat the boys. 
I wa.s among the crowd in th a t log cabin. 
I was then but nine years of age and these were among the happiest 
experiences of my boyhood. 
I have in possession at this time a Harrison 
song book, a precious mem ento of th a t campaign. 
Harrison Is Elected 
Harrison was elected and lived one m onth after his inauguration 
The success of the Whigs in 1840 induced them to exert themselves to a 
much greater extent in 1844. 
Henry Clay and Jam es K. Polk were the 
candidates. 
The Democrats now initiated the tactics of their opponent;, 
and showed as much invention in pushing their party interests. 
Clubs 
of both parties were organized, meetings were frequently held, proces­ 
sions m arched up and down the street to m artial music, flags and ban­ 
ners were displayed, badges worn, canes made to indicate political senti­ 
ment. poles were raised, and transparencies, with mottos, constructed for 
night parades. Our little village was almost a perpetual scene of political 
excitement. 
At the lower end of the town where the state road crosses the street 
at the northeast coiner the Democrats erected a very large and high 
pole, with flag and stream er. 
It was hickory of course, I n honor of “Old 
Hickory, General Jackson, who was then, and for m any years afterw ard 
the “Patron S aint” of the party. 
On the northeast corner of Main and 
H arrisburg streets the Whigs raised another one. 
It was much taller

William Henry Jackson was born April 4, 1843, a
